slight collar or ring that Is nearly al- 
ways present at the hnso of a branch. 
The closer this cut can bo mado to 
the trunk tho better tho appearance 
when tho wound Is healed. Tho closer 
tho cut tho larger the wound, but the 
difference Is unimportant If tho wood 
Is well protected until It Is healed. 
These operations are entirely differ- 
ent In purpose and result from tho 
..'heading In" or "heading back" so 
often practiced under the guise of 
tree trimming cither from a false no- 
tion or forming a tree or for the pas- 
sage of wires. 

Changing tho form of a tree by 
pruning should not be attempted. 
Each species has its own form or 
forms and no attempt .should be made 
to change or distort a tree from Its 
original habit of growth. Successful 
pruning will accentuate rather than 
diagulso a tree's characteristics. 

All cuts should bo mado so that no 
Blubs or protuberances are left to 
prevent quick healing. Small wounds 
need no after treatment If the cut Is 
well mado. Large wounds should have

FARMERS RECEIVE MANY " 

RADIO WEATHER WARNINGS 
Tho Introduction of radlotclcphony 
has mado It posstblo for anyone to re- 
ceive messago la spoken words In- 
stead ot a code, and has enormously 
Incroaeod the broadcaBtlng of weather 
Information over the Interior ot the 
country. A yonr*ago the dally stato 
forecasts of tho weather bureau of 
tho United States department of agri- 
culture wore being broadcast from 12 
radio stations In only 7 Btatos, and 
principally by radlotclography. . On 
July 1. 1922, 9S stations In 36 states 
were dally broadcaf}tlng weathof fore- 
casts and warnings.. 

The weather bureau does not own 
or operate any wlroloas equipment, 
Tho radio distribution work Is accom- 
plished through plants operated by 
othor government agencloa, by cor- 
porations, and by private Individuals, 
and without expense to the weather 
bureau. To avoid unneceBsary crowd- 
ing ot the air and Interferonco with 
schedules, only two stations are 11- 
conscd to broadcast In any city or 
community. This limits tho number 
that would otberwlBO gladly cooperate 
In the work. There are at present 
about 400 licensed broadcasting sta- 
tlons In the United States. 

Tho future usofulnoss ,of radlatolo- 
phony as a moans for dlHSomlnatlng 
weather forecasts and warnings can 
not bo estimated. Formerly many 
farmers wero so located as to bo Inac- 
cessible by newspapers or telegraph. 
Telephone lines eitondod Into rural 
communltloB ovcrcamo Bome, but not 
all, of this, dimculty. To benefit by 
radlotolcgraphy the code has to be 
learned. 'The marvelous advance In
